pondent, writes. strongly. on. the subject of 
“Women who make Trouble,” us he heads his 
article. He Bay8:— 

Antedating the Boxer .outbreak in ‘Ohina by 
many years were the frequent and wide-epread 
easaults upon and maflifestations aguinst the 
Christian missionaries. Thongh foreign inter- 
ference in Chinese affairs brought the soreness 
against foreigners to a heod, that irritotion 
began with antagonism to tho missionaries: 
The Chinese officials'‘worked upon this hostility 
to bring abont.the present outbreak.’ And the 
chiof victims and sutferera by this uprising have 
been the missionaries and their native converts. 

The Christian Churches everywhere should 
‘ponder these facts, and doubtless will do ro, in 


| order to arrive sta means of conducting their 


Jahours in the future in snch ways as to mini- 
mise the irritation they muat cause among ao 
, | people 80 conservative and tenacious in preserv- 
ing their cuetoms ond superstitions as the 
Chinese. ” 

Twas: told in Chtins that IT had studied the 
relations of the missionaries to the natives soos 
to be able to presént the facta in a light in 
which they had not been viewed hy the sponsors 
for the missionaries of Christendom. It was 
urged that much good would comu of it if I 
would make public my views and impressions. 
It was arsage, » vigorous and a anccesaful mis- 
sionary, at the head of a large sehool for Chi- 
ness children. who tried to persuade. me to 
broach this most delicate subject. Ho knew 
‘that I had crossed the Pacific with more than 
rt hundred English and American missionaries, 
and that, afterwards, I’ bud: mado two or 
more journeys into the interior, and had mot 
many missionaries and’ questioned some very 
shrowd Chinamen upon. the extraordinary on- 
mity to the missionaries of the highest as well 
as the hnmblest people of China. 

It was npon my return ‘to the treaty port+ 
after » eecond journey inland, that this broad- 
minded missionury asked me what I thought of 
tho missionarjes and their methods. Tat tirst 
declined to answer him. Thia wna bocarse, in 
my talka with other. missionaries of “nurrower 
mental grasp, I quickly. saw thet my point of 
view was not theirs. - . 

Instead of arguing or mecting fact ‘with fact, 
they usually took the ground that whoever criti- 
cised them had imbihed the prejudices of the 
white people in the treaty porta, This was not: 
at al! my case, but it appeared peculiar that 
there should be such a prejudice. It also scomed 
that if the missionaries knew that their own 
fellow-countrymen found fault with them they 
should inquire clorely into the reason and try to 
remedy it. 


I had done very little talking with those | 


white critics, because it is their habit to crystal- 

lise their fault-finding in two charges—firet 
that the missionarior manugo to livo vory well 
wherever you find them, and, eecond, that thoy 
“ make all the trouble there is in China.” 

It is not a tational point of ériticism that 
missionaries live comfortably. To begin with, 
they do not have the meanr.to pamper them- 
selves; and, again, the better they live the more 
favourably they impress all Orientals. I admit 
that’ wherever I caw their homer they were 
decent, and they hnd plenty of servants—who 
are dirt cheap over there. But when I com- 
pared their poor comforts with the dangers by 
which they were surrounded I could only be 
glad things were not worse with them. How- 
ever, the question to be met is not how com- 
fortable they. are, but how do they conduct 
themselves towards the natives? It is well 


that they should have good homes and servants | - 
| a-plenty to “ keep their face” in China, but it 


is very, very ill indeed if their conduct or. 
relations with those strange people shame them 
in the public sight, 

Fearing that my friend would misunderstand 
my criticism; I refused to make it, but he per- 
sisted, and assured me that I-would not offend 
hint: . 

“ Well, then: anid T, “I will tell:y you: -honest- 
ly what I have seen and heard and what deduc- 
tions I have drawn. 
“ Firat of all, mon too often volunteer as mis- 
sionaries to eatiefy their own needs instead of 
being. carefully. selected to satisfy the needs of 
the Chinese. In America the men who are sent 
out as missionaries are too frequently persons 
who huve failed in other walks and who take to 
this work as p jast resort, aso certain means to 
get an income, and becauze they thus cease to 
shift for themeelves ani havea Church or rich 
society to lean upon. 
men for this; it ia the aystem that is at faalt. 


“On the hip bound for China I was struck | 


in the mediccre mental character of too many 
of the mon. They were often villagers ond 
mon of the narrowest horizon. It wea these 
who declared-what they would do and have and 
would not have when they reached their stations 


:} —as if the Christianising of an ancient, a polish- 


ed, and highly cultivated race was to be carried 
out by 4 word of command instead of by the moat 
sage, deft, tactful, and sympathotic means.

In China ‘2 woman uéver may reveal 
the outlines of her body. ‘To do 80 is indecent 


beyond the excesses of the most dissolute: of the | 


sex. Innocent and heoutiful statues of the 
nude are viewed with disyast in China. The 
Indies cover oven their hands; their faces may 
only be seon with ,diffoulty through the 
lattice shades of thoir sedan chairs. The poor- 
est women, who work out. of doors, reveal only 
their hauds and faces. Fancy, thon, the effect 
upon the Chinese of soeing the wives and ‘sisters 
of the missionaries dressed as they would appear 
at home, in garments which closely follow the 
lines of the bust and hips. 

* And. now, as to the relations of the soxas, 
Women of good repnte keep indoors-—aro. kept 
in, if you please. The miasionary women roam 
reely-about-as-they will. ‘Kissing’ is-regarted 
ag a vicious and an unspeakable act, yet our 
missionary women kiss their husbunds and 
brothers in the streets when. they meet after. 
boing parted for o time. In China, when a 
bride is shout to be carrio:l in hed ‘ flowery * (hor 
bridal chair) to the bridegroom's house, she has 
to be borne to the chair by her. father” “No 
other mule relative hax ever touched even her

“You are absolutely right,’ said. the able 
missionary with whom I spoke and whose wife 
was a Chinese womun, 7 Now, what about the 
men ?" - 

“Men,” I replied...“ iene not be sont merely 
because they are willing to yo.. The men who 
are sont should he of exceptionally and pevulins 
ability, for I know .of no more delicate and 
difficult task than really Christinnising—I mean 
gentiinely Christianising—tho Chinese. ‘Tho 
missionaries’ should be men born with tact, 
sympathy, and consideration for those around 
them. They should be very broad-minded, and 
shonki approach the Chinese with respect for 
their great, qualities and wonderful history and 
achievements. They are by no means a decayed 
or stagnant race like the people of India. They 


are still intellectual, quick, andshrowd; and as |. 


they are tho most polite, formal, and'ceremoni- 
ous people on exrth, the inissionaries should be 
able to, blend their manners with those of their 
neighbours. They should ‘Jearn the languages 


(both written and spoken), master the religion, | © 


and know as much os possible of the history 
and traditions of the people, in order to discuss 
intelligéntly every new principle thoy advocate.

My friond ‘agreed with me and entreated me 
to make these views known. That was six years 
‘ogo. [have hesitated all that time for fear of 
wounding many good men. ‘aud women. Bat if 
there is ever to be a time for frankly. disoussing 
this question that time is now.
